Berlin, Aujr. 14—Dr. Gjistdv Stresemann. the new Germaa 
Chancellor, outlined in a statement today the conditions under 
which Germany is ready to abandon the passive resistance in thg 
Ruhr. The conditions are the complete restoration to Germany of 
her right to control over the fiuiYir, re-establishment of the condi¬ 
tions in the Rhineland vouchsafed her under the Versailles Treaty 
and the liberation of every German citizen who-has been outraged, 
evicted or imprisoned. 

The statement was made during; his inaugural speech to the 
Reighstag this afternoon. Dr. Stresemann made no mention of 

evacuation of the occupied areas, 
merely stressing the conditions 
under which Hermany is prepared to 
enter upon negotiations for complete 
restoration of her jurisdiction and 
the freedom of her citisens there. 

The Chancellor was cordially 
greeted by the majority of the House, 
the only jarring note being In the 
form of boisterous heckling by thg 
Communists.

The book contains thirty-seven 
telegrams and letters, most of them 
between Premier Poincare qnd 
French ambassadors.

Industrial Situation 
Berlin. Aug. 14. — The Industrial 
situation to-day showed improve¬ 
ment and there were reports op bet¬ 
terment in dispatches from other 
parts of Germany, although disorders 
were still in progress In many dis¬ 
tricts.

Flood waters from thr Wasatch 
Mountains rampaging through farm 
settlements In Nortlgfastern I'tah 
last night took toll, of lives and 
caused extensive property damage. 

Coming with startling suddrnes* 
and intensity the cloudburst, coupled 
with severe electrical storm* sent 
great walls of water down streams,

swept debris and wreckage, to-dav 
were nearly dry with river* and 
streams In almost normal-finer. 

Many Slrandad 

Five hundred person* were

a resort on the outskirts of Farming- 
ton. when transportation means were 
paralysed on account of the washed 
out railroad tracks and inundation 
of the highways. Many bridge* were 
washed out. Numerous fire* were 
caused by lightning at Farmington.

Salmon Pack of Vancouver 
Island Jumps Nearly 300 
Per Cent in Year 

Dealing with Fisheries, PAildant 
George I. Warren, of the Associated 
Boards of Trade of Vancouver Island, 
pointed out In his annual report to¬ 
day that in 1922 the Province of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia, through Its fishing in¬ 
dustry, produced 818,872,813, an In¬ 
crease of nearly 15.000,000 over the 
previous year, or practically 35 per 
cent. 

Hake, cusk. brill, plalca, shad and 
skate are wholesome foods that are 
seldom mentioned and, while octopus 
Is far from appealing, yet forty tons 
of it was consumed by the yellow 
Inhabitants of the Province lost sea¬ 
son. The catch of smelts fell last 
season to only one-flfth of the quan¬ 
tity In 1921. Fifty thousand dollars 
1* ss was paid for shrimps, but $12.* 
000 more for fresh oysters. Although 
whaling operations were suspended 
In 1921 there were but 187 whales 
caught last year, the fertiliser from 
same being valued at 8150,000. One 
hundred and fifty ruses of ablone 
were m a rketed. For -the first -thne- tn- 
history the yearly catch of herring 
exceeded 1,000.000 hundredweight, or 
50.000 tons. This Is an average of 
200 poinds each for every person in 
the Province. The value of herring 
caught In the Province last year used 
for halt amounted to $100,000, over 
40,000 bushels being used as bait on 
hooks. 

“Nine thousand men were engaged 
In catching fish, 400 men In canning 
and J5.000 men were given employ¬ 
ment In putting nineteen million dol¬ 
lars worth of sea products on the 
market.

of which 81.503.938 was marketed In 
canned or cured state by the thirty 
fish canning or fish packing establish¬ 
ments. which are valued at 12.166.070 
and employ 887 persons.

BIG GROWTH OF 


President of Associated Island 
- Boards Reports to 
Convention 

Figures showing the timber re¬ 
sources of Vancouver Island were 
presented by Georgs 1. Warren, presi¬ 
dent to the delegates to the annual 
conventions of the Associated Boards 
of Trade to-dmv at .N'analmo: 

Tn 1922 1.899.15127.1 board feet 
was scaled in B. C. and the estimated 
value of production was 159.447.080. 
while the payroll of the timber busi¬ 
ness on Vancouver Island alone last 
year amounted to $6,343,971,” Mr. 
Warren reported. 

"A large |»ortion of Vancouver Isl¬ 
and Is forested and a considerable 
portion Is mountainous. Iamds 
which contain timber In excess of 
8.000 feet, hoard measure, to the acre, 
are not open for pre-emption, being 
reserved as timber lands by the 
frown. Lumbering Is oke of the 
most Important island industries and 
the forests are a great potential 
resource. On the east some 1.360 
square miles of forest carry 30.080 
feet or more to the acre—some stands 
being so dense that they cruise 
100.000 feet to the acre. One thou¬ 
sand seven hundred square miles 
carry from 10.000 to 30,000 feet to tho 
aero and 2.290 square miles have 
young forest growth carrying about 
10.000 feet per acre. On the west 
1 , 035 -square miles carry 30.000 feet 

PRESENTS REPORT ON 
GOVERNMENT ROADS 

On Vancouver lalnnd there are 
490 mllea of trails and 2.915 miles 
of roads, he reported. 761 miles of 
which are considered City and 
Municipal roads, while 2,224 miles 
are Government roajds- Of the 
2.224 miles of Government roads 
dnly 26 miles are f>aved, one mile 
Is macadam.

As a result of 
your previous convention the secre¬ 
tary was obliged to communicate 
with the many different departments 
of the Government and present the 
wishes ns expressed at the last con¬ 
vention. 

“Your president has endeavored to 
assist the secretary wherever pos¬ 
sible. and at this time 1 wish to ex- 
pfai* tn him the appreciation of our 
organisation for his very valuable 
work.

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Lofty Predictions Made By 
General F. H. Williamson 

London. Aug. 14-—A most interest¬ 
ing and Instructive paper was read 
before the international Air Congress, 
In session In London, by Brigadier- 
General F. If. Williamson, director 
of postal services of the British Gov¬ 
ernment 

General Williamson predicted that 
the I’nited Htates, Canada, the West 
Indies and other parts of the North 
American continent *rould soon b® 
Unked up by air with Great Britain. 
Connecting air lines would also run 
to Egypt. India. The Strait* Settle¬ 
ments. Australia. New Zealand, and 
Africa. “It Is 'not rash to predict.’* 
said he. “that thB next generation will 
see its railways and its steamships 
supplemented by a complete system 
of communication by air.” 

General Williamson said the Cairo- 
Bagdad air mall service, now In op¬ 
eration. saved twenty days over the 
old land route which ran via Bom¬ 
bay. Karachi and the Persian Gulf. 
The mail planes covered the 850 miles 
In a single day. 

Discussing the future of mail 
transport hy air. the speaker said 
that the conveyance of the whole of 
the mails by air was an unlikelv de¬ 
velopment unless and until there 
Is a very marked change In the cost 
nf air transport, and In the financial 
limitations under which postal ser¬ 
vices are compelled to work, limita¬ 
tions which require some sort of 
proportion between the postage 
charged and the cost of transport. 

“Moreover.’’ the general added, “an 
essential condition of mall service Is 
regularity under all conditions,- in all 
weathers, and at all times of the year. 

It is commonly assumed that ' If a 
method of transporting mails can b® 
devised which Is conslderablv more 
rapid, even if more expensive, than 
'anything already In existence, there 
is an Immediate public demand that 
it be used for the carriage of malla 
There Is. of course, some truth In 
this; but the experience of the post 
office indicates that the Importance 
attached to th© mere speed of mail 
communication can -easily be ex¬ 
aggerated. 

"It la probable, therefore, that for 
a long time to come air malls must 
be limited to urgent correspondence 
on which a special fee 4« charged, 
and thst such correspondence will 
only be a relatively small fraction of 
the total mail. The actual volume of 
air mail carried will depend on three 
factors, regularity, gain in time, and 
cost of conveyance; thst is. exactly 
the same rondltlbna aa thoae on 
which the development of oaasemrer 
and goods traffic will depend, ana to 
*h!rh the technical development of 
commercial aviation mutt be 
-direc te d. ** * , —— - - -

Toronto. Aug. 14.—The lack of rain 
throughout the province Is causing 
heavy loss to the farmers both in 
crops and milk production. Pasture 
lands are drying up and early Fall 
plowing Is difficult owing Id the 
very hard condition of ths fields, 
according to the weekly report com¬ 
piled Itv the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture. The dry hot weather 
Is causing grain still standing to 
ripen verv rapidly. Agricultural re¬ 
presentatives report a poor apple 
crop In some districts. There are no 
good apples In the countv of Huron. 

It la reported, except In sprayed or¬ 
chards as scah developed very rapidly 
In the last month. _

This year the 
Tourists’ group of the <’hamber of 
Commerce were asked to appoint 
some of their memebrs to assist the 
committee and Frank Waring. R. H 
ICer and W. Cluhb have rendered 
values —rylce Jjq. Lha committee* 
With the exception of the city park 
at the Gorge the committee has su¬ 
pervision of the beaches and parks 
In the Haanlch district. Including MU 
Douglas Park, Cadboro Bay-. Cordova 
Bay. Island View. Verdler Park and 
»*vera! other ‘holiday resorts. 

While the committee is delighted 
to see the parks and beaches uppre- 
ciatetj to the extent they now ure, 
and gratified at $he great attendances. 
Alderman Todd points out that It jie- 
reaaitatea considerable Increases In 
•*pcndlture to provide the accommo¬ 
dation that Is essential. Bathing fa¬ 
cilities. a waterworks system and. a 
sewage system have been Installed at 
Cordova Bay. and similar accommo¬ 
dation at another point on the beach 
ia contemplated. A water- system 
has been also installed at Island 
View Purk. and it is planned to place 
water at the disposal of the holiday 
makers at Verdler Park 

Parking facilities for automobiles 
are other necessary features, and 
Alderman Todd points out that clear¬ 
ing spaces for cars and putting down 
gravel so that the cars are not stalled 
In wet weather, although It costa 
hundreds pf dollars, makes no great 
show of the work the beaches and 
parks committee are called upon to 
carry out.

mau Harbor. 

Precarious Position 
The Siberian Prince has been tying 
in a most precarious position The 
logged rocks, which have been her 
bed for the last two weeks, were dark 
and forbidding when the sea rose to 
the urging of the riotous Pacific 
winds. If more arduous weather had. 
been experienced, the Siberian Prince 
would ultimately have crushed her 
bottom to pieces on the rocks, and If, 
she had been worth salvaging at all. 
the expense of repairing her would 
have been enormous. 

As she lay. she was badly shattered 
about the stern, the rocks even 
piercing the tank tops, and the patch¬ 
ing done by the salvaging operators ■ 
was of great extent and a work of | 
art. as Captain Robert Milliken i 
master ttf the Prince, himself said. I 
Patches' ranged from nineteen, 

seventeen and ten feet in length, to 
ones of smaller dimensions. She 
floated at 4.40 p. m 

In the holds of the Siberian Prince 
there sfill remains cargo to the ex¬ 
tent of some five or six thousand 
tons. This will be removed before 
the ship goes Into drydock. Khe has 
• good number of tons of wheat, 
sand, spelter, cased goods and lum¬ 
ber.

Lindley Crease Sees Its Local 
Progress As Inspiration 
to Others 


Fine “crops" of birds and game uf 
nearly all descriptions are maturing 
in British f'olumbia woods now. ac¬ 
cording to reports received by the 
Provincial (hunt* Department. The 
smaller number of forest fires com¬ 
pared to last year has enabled birds 
and other game to mature With little 
molestation last year, when Are 
swept thn-ugh vast forest areas, 
large numbers of animals were de¬ 
stroyed before the shooting season 


That Victoria was ona of the 
cities to pav«^ the way for the tele¬ 
phone. and that British C'ulumbia had 
mad* greater progress In telephone 
development and headed Canada in 
the percentage of telephone users 
based on the population were among 
many Interesting statements made by 
Lindlev Crease. K. C.. In an excellent 
address at the Kiwania Club lunch¬ 
eon this afternoon. Mr. Crease de¬ 
voted his talk to telephone pioneer¬ 
ing. 

History of Telephone 

The telephone, a recent Invention, 
waa patented by A. Graham Bell in 
March. 1178. Mr Bell aald if he had 
known more about electricity and 
less about sound he would never haw 
invented the telephone 

The first telephone line In Victoria 
was Wd between Mr. Jeffrey s store 
on Johnson Htreet and Pendray ■ 
Soap Works, then on Humboldt 
Street’in 1877. It was a very prim- 
itlTt Inlmmanl wit h th > i ranrmMi — 
and receiver as one. It cheated a lot 
of Interest, but most people regarded 
it aa a craay idea The late R. B. < 
McMicking was the first agent in 
British Columbia, said Mr Crease 

I>emonstrations mere the source 
of great interest and newspaper com- 
Bteht reported the fact ‘that people 
could actually speak at a distance of 
fifteen miles apart and whistling or 
i&usic could be heard over the line." 

The Victoria and Esquimau Tele¬ 
phone Company was formed In lift') 
with a capital of ten thousand dol¬ 
lars. with offices In Trounce Allay 
In May. 1880. there were Ally sub¬ 
scribers. some of whom were still 
on the line and had the same numbers 
how as they had then. 

Mr <‘reaae described early difficul¬ 
ties In line work and posts, mention¬ 
ing that early line men climbed posts 
like schoolboy a Too few posts mas 
one of the early mistakes Home of 
the posts originally used are still 
doing service. Mr. Crease said. 

Victoria had a telephone system be¬ 
fore Vancouver mas thought of. and 
it was the thtfd city in Canada to 
have a common tmttcry smitchboard. 
in I *"3 the British Columbia Tele¬ 
phone Company was formed, and ab¬ 
sorbed smaller companies In IB4 
the cable mas laid across the gulf 
islands, connecting Vancouver Island 
with the Mainland. 

In telephone progress British* *‘oh* 
umhia was ahead, of any other pro¬ 
vince In Canada. Mr. Creoae aald. 

In January. 1906. there were 32.000 
telephones in British Columbia. In 
January of this year there mere 73.- 
bOO. In six years Victoria had In¬ 
creased Its number of telephone sub¬ 
scribers seventy-Ave per cent. This 
would Ite an unanswerable argument 
to the pessimists mho said Victoria 
mas not progressing, he observed. 

Mors Par Capita 

British Columbia had more tele¬ 
phones according to population than 
any province In Canada, the speaker 
said The rate of Increase also ex¬ 
ceeded that of any other province, 
on the ratio of population to Decem- 
ber SI. 1*22. the telephones per hun¬ 
dred in six provinces was British 
Columbia 16 1. Ontario IS. Sas¬ 
katchewan 12. Alberta and Manitoba 
II and Quebec 9. 

The speaker concluded -by pointing 
out that the same possibilities which 
existed for the pioneers of the tele¬ 
phone industry in V ictoria exist* .1 to¬ 
day. There were tnuny good "oppor¬ 
tunities now in British Columbia for 
men who had the Initiative to aeixe 
them, and ultimately make them a 
going concern as the original tele¬ 
phone organisers of V ic t oria had 
done “Without going into politics 
what is needed.” said Mr Crease. “Is 
protection, protection to keep our 
own Industries for ourselves. and 
keep our own men to develop our own 
industries'and resources We must 
also not be afraid of letting in new 
blood of the right sort.”
